NORTH COUNTRY GETS 


MANY IMPROVEMENTS 


J. K. CORNWALL, M.P.P., GIVEN ASSURANCES AT OTTA- 
WA THAT TIMBER WILL BE BHTTER PROTECTED 
INCREASED MAIL SERVICE AND TELEGRAPH 


Assurances have been given by the 
Department of the Interior at Otta- 
wa, to Jas. K. Cornwall, M.PP. for 
Peace River, that extensive improve- 
ments are to be carried out in the 
north country this year, and that, 
moreover, a thorough system of fire 
protection for the vast reaches of val- 
uable timber in the north, which are 
yearly devastated by fire, 
tablished. 

Mr. Cornwall 


is to be es- 


returned yesterday 
from a trip east to Ottawa. To the 
Capital yesterday he gave an account 
of his trip, and what had been prom- 
ised him at Ottawa. 

Mr. (Coruwall went east for the pur- 
pose of making certain representa- 
tions to the department of the Intrior 
officials regarding improvements in 
the north country, and during a 
lengthy conference with Hon, Mr.Oli- 
ver, Minister of the Interior, the min- 
ister unformed him that it was his in- 
cention to carry out improvements in 
the north the coming year. 

One of the most important im- 
provements which Mr, Oliver announ- 
ced it was his intention to carry out, 
was the establishment of a system of 
fire protection for the timber. This 
was one matter which Mr, Cornwall 
specially urged upon the minister, It 
is’ the intention of the department to 
appoint an increased number of fire 
wardens, and a larger appropriation 
than last year ‘has been secured fer 
fire proteaiion purposes, 

Extension of Telegraph Service. 

Another important improvement ty 
be-carried out is the extension of the 
telegraph service from Athabasca 
Landing 


Difficulty has been experienced every 
summer by the steamers plying this 
river, with the shallowness of the 
river. A Dominion government pub- 
lic works engineer thas been located 
et Edmonton, and this work will be 
carried on under his direction. 
To Increase Maii Service. 
Cornwall also received assur- 
ances while at Ottawa, from the Post 
Office Department, that an increased 
mail service would likely be granted 
to the Peace River country, At pres- 
ent the service is only monthly. The 
settlers are agitating for a weekly 
service, and ‘this will likely be grant- 
ed. A very ‘heavy mail is now being 
sent to the Peace River district, and 
a weekly service will prove a relief. 
Last week the matter was taken up 
with the Edmonton Board of Trade 
by J. L. Cote, M.P.P., and the board 
of trade endorsed his petition. 
Railways for the North. 

Mr. Cornwall found while at Otta- 
wa that several railway companies 
were asking incorporation to build 
railway lines through the north. One 
of the most important of these is ona 
which gives a charter to build acros 
from Fort Churchill on the audten 
Bay through the Peace River country 
via Fort Vermilion to the Portland 
Canal on the Pacific coast. “There 
are some big men behind this road, 
understand,” said Mr. Cornwall, “And 
it would mot be surprising if another 
transcontinental was built through 
that country by that route in a few 
yeasr.’

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IMAY TAKE ACTION 
AGAINST OPERATORS 


Full Investigation Into Protec- 
tion Afforded in Bellevue 
Mines Will Be Made 


It is stated that the miners union a 

3ellevue are now considering takia 
action to make the mine operators 
ponsible to a certain extent on the 
ground of negligence, for the disaster 
in December which cost the lives cf 
thirty miners. This has not yet beea 
conlirmed, The verdict rendered by 
th jury censured both the operators 
and the miners for negligence. 

A full investigation into the means 
of further protection of the mines 15 
to be made by Provincial Mine In- 
spector Sterling, who will go south 
again. It is not likely that any action 
will b considered by the provincial 
government until his return. It is the 
intention to see that the mine oper- 
ators take such steps as are considered 
necessary to further protect the lives 
of the miners. 

In the meantime, the miners are Iv- 
ing idle waiting for the company to 
take action, refusing to return ‘to work 
until further protection is provided. 
It is understood that they will ask the 
company to provide for increased ven- 
tilation of the mines, 

Premier Sifton, minister of public 
works, will not return to the city for 
a weck or two, but it is likely that on 
his return he will take up the matter 
of ‘the appointment of a comission to 
investigate mine conditions, with a 
view to, further regulation. 


VETERAN OPERATORS 
HOLD A RE-UNION 


First Meeting of the Kind in Ed- 
Monton Was Held Last 
Evening

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Veteran telegraphers to the number 
of fourteen gathered at the home of 
M..C. Wright on Fifteenth street on 
Tuesday evening and enjoyed a re- 
union, the first of the kind held in 
Edmonter, Old experiences were ex- 
changed and recalled, reminiscences, 
comic and grave were revived and 
much oof the early thistory of the 
northwest was discussed by the old 
masters of the key. 

Mr. Wright, who was a famous op- 
erator tin his day and whose services 
dates ‘back to 1870, inviting the light- 
ning strikers to meet at his snug resi- 
dence and while it was impossible to 
communicate with all of them in 
time the gathering was extremely en- 
joyable. Alex Taylor, whovwas the 
first operator in Edmonton, told how 
the line was extended ito this city 
from Hay Lake and how the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin first came into existence. 
Mr. Taylor and George Fraser, whe 
worked the west and east ends of the 
old government line from Winnipeg 
to ‘Edmonton in years gone ‘by, re- 
counted many interésting ‘happenings 
connected therewith. George A. Reid, 
whose date is 1860, and J. A, McDon- 
ald of the vintage of 1871, were two 
of the most conspicuous figures at the 
reunion. “Ihe old boys shad a regular 
ishoptesty d when it was time for 
"30" they all complimented their host

Famous Multi-Millionaire Philan- 
thropist to Tell Canadian Club 
Something of His Work 


Jospeh Fels, who is probably the 
most famous man for his size in the 
world today, wil Ibe ‘the guest of Ka- 
monton citizens from Thursday night 
till Friday night this week. 

Jospeh Fels is a multi-millionaire 
who is trying to abolish the conditions 
that makes and tramps. 
He is not much bigger physically to- 
day than when he was born, but his 
work has made him famous through- 
out the world, 

Mr. Fels will reach Edmonton on 
Thursday evening on the late train 
from the south. On Friday at one 
o'clock he will address the Canadian 
club on the subject of “The problem 
of poverty.” 

Giving $1,000 a Day. 

Mr. Fels is a native of West Vir- 
ginia but today divides his residence 
about equally bewteen London and 
Philadelphia. He is giving away $1,009 
a day for the advance-nent of the tax- 
ation of land values, as advocated by 
Henry George, which involves the 
whole single tax. He holds that the 
basis of all poverty are the privileges 
extended under the law ‘to various in- 
terests, 

His line of work thas been a ee 
philanthropic. He purchased a larg

CURLING TROUBLES 


man’s Experience on: 
‘(Canadian Ice at the Start— 
His Explanation 


A Scotchman who curled in his 
native country has been telling Tie 
Regina Leader his experience on re- 
newing acquaintance with the game 
in Saskatchewan. He was no novice 
under European conditioas, for he 
had been a skip for years and twice 
had visited Switzerland for a fort- 
night’s curling at Christmas, but he 
found himself all at sea on Canadian 
ice. At first he could not get his 
stones more than half way up the rink, 
and ‘sprained this thumb doing that. 
After half a dozen ends he tried the 
next rink, and there he could nat hold 
his hand. The stones went flying 
through to the boards in spite of his 
determination to go easy. This is his 
explanation:— 

“Tt is not the fact of playing indoors 
nor yet the fact of playing with arti- 
ficial light that makes the difficulty; 
it all ties in the hack! This ai once 
alters the whole conditions of play. 
So far.as 1 could judge, the hack an 
invention of the evil one, I think) i 
used as a sort of saw-off, as in sprint- 
ing, whereby the player pushes him- 
‘self off, following through With his 
stone, and getting an easy sliding mo- 
tion, with none of that swing chat- 
acteristic of our (must I say it?) old | 
fashioned curling. With the crampel 
used in Scotland, both feet are firm, 
if you wish it, and you depend more 
upon keeping steady and swinging 
straight pendulum-wise. When you 
follow vhrough you do so by taking 
the right foot with you and not, as 
I imagine is done from the hack, by 
sliding forward with the left foot. 

“But I have no dntention of 
ing upon the difference theories of ac- 
tion in connection with the various 
as I have only had one after- 
noon’s prac tice and was so engaged m 
abject terror of my hack foot shpping 
that I] had no thought of anything else. 

“Two conclusions I did arrive at, 
the one was that Canadian curkng ts 
f e of our Scottish curling 
as a scientific game; the play is much 
more accurate and there is less trust-

The International Company asks a twenty-five year franchise 
to supply gas at a rate which may not be high, but which certainly 
looks high. 

Twenty-five years is a long time in the history of a city like 
Edmonton. Long before the expiration of such a franchise the city 
will have crossed the hundred thousand mark, and it is almost safe 
to say that it will reach the quarter million mark within the life of 
the franchise. 

Gas at a price which might look right at the present time might 
be very dear gas five years from now, especially if natural gas is 
discovered in large quantities within a hundred miles of the city. 

Before entering into any deal with the International people, it 
is up to the city council to discover just what can be done in the way 
of a municipal gas plant. Municipal ownership has not cost the 
citizens of Edmonton anything yet, and the service is comparatively 
as good here as in other towns similarly situated but supplied by 


private cornorations, while the price to the patrons is undoubtedly 


much lower. 
If municipal ownership works all right in the case of electric 


light, there should be no good reason why it should not work Well 
n the case of gas before the city enters into an agreement to give 
away a franchise good for a quarter of a century. 

t The council cannot afford to go ahead until they have all thé in- 


formation available. The question is too big to take a jump at.

which would be merely a matter of adding another unit of the same 
type. 

Had this policy been carried out, there would now be no cause 
for delay, any more than there would be delay in a newspaper office 
in adding another linotype to its battery, and the city hall would 
not have to go into any complex question of the merits of different 
machines, all, probably, about equally good. 

There was certainly good ground for the criticism of the man 
from Montreal who said that the city’s power house was a menagerie 
of machinery,” and the commissioners, if they add new specimens, 
will add to that ground.

CANADIAN BANKING Developments follow fast in the Farm- 
SYSTEM REQUIRES ers’ Bank scandal. Professional 
AN OVERHAULING financial lights of heretofore well-estab- 

lished standing in the city of Toronto 
are imphcated by a confession of Manager Travers after he had 
been convicted and sentenced to six years. Among these is no less 
a personage than Beattie Nesbitt, the erstwhile Conservative politi- 
cal boss of Toronto. 

Whether the crowd who handled the Farmers’ Bank did any- 
thing which other bank managers are not doing to a large extent 
every day, is a matter of grave doubt. It is accepted almost without 
question that many Canadian banks lend money to the directors 
thereof, and it is a matter of record that at the time of the panic 
three years ago no less than eighty millions of Canadian bank money 
was out on call loan in New York, being advanced on the very se- 
curities which were certain to come down with a crash in case the 
panic became as acute as at one time the circumstances indicated 
that it would. 

While the money was out in New York legitimate Canadian in- 
stitutions and mercantile firms in the west were being starved into | 
bankruptcy and the western business men v 
an injury by that policy as were the eastern 
Farmers’ Bank by the rascally poltcy which fi 
stitution into bankruptcy. 

Indications are that the whole Canadian banking system need 
an overhauling. The incident of the Farmers’ Bank is merely the 
concrete evidence of the fact that the present system is not safe. 
It is one thing to put a bunch of directors and managers into jail 
after the resources of the bank have been dissipated, and quite an- 
other thing to protect the resources of the bank so that the directors 
cannot play with other people’s money in a manner that neither they 
‘nor the other people would play with their own.

Proper Illumination.

profound disturbance of the general 
health. ; 

When -a_ refractive error exists the 
ciliary muscles endeavor to correct it 
by altering the shape of the lens. Un- 
less the error is extreme the effort is 


usually successful, and the patient 
thinks he bas good eyesight. But a
